-THE FAO PROGRAM- 


ThP Foreian Area Officer Program produces officers qualified for assignment 
Impositions requiring a language proficiency, detailed knowledge of foreign 
areaslandpollti co -military awareness. Foreign Area Officers serve m 
positions which require specialized knowledge in fields such as plans and . 
operations , attach^ duty, service school instructor, special warfare, Intel- 
ligence, security assistance, and politico-military affairs. 

The training of a Foreign Area Officer now is programmed to include any or 
all of the following: an advanced degree in area studies or another FAO 

seas area of specialization. 

Upon completion of this training. Foreign Area Officers will serve 
variety. of assignments dealing with the fo> mulation and execution 
military policy' and doctrine. 

' -THE FAO COURSE- ' 

The J 21-week/l- day Foreign Area Officer Course must be understood in terms of 
four major phase! of Instruction, augmented by a 9 U | 5 * speaker program, a 
field trip to Washington, and a course-culminating 3-day symposium. 

phasf I- Ooerational Environment. This phase consists of 175 hours of _■ 
instruction reinforced by 14 hours of guest speaker presentations and seminar 

The instruction provides an introduction to the geopolitical environment^of 
the 1970's; 46 hours of seminar in one. of five geographic areas of the 
(Sub t Saha ran Africa, Asia', Europe Latin America, M,dd ejast)in jbicb the 
aeoaraDhv demography, history, cultures, religions, political dynamics, 
economic systems , external relations, military affairs, and external pressures 
are discussed; instruction in the disciplines of anthropology, sociology, psy- 
chology, political science, economics, and law insofar as the concepts and . 
methodologies of these disciplines contribute to understanding the processes 
of modernization and change, conflict, and intercultural communications; a 
concentrated examination of the foreign policies and security assistance-type 
programs of selected world powers; and a practical exercise ^^ichthe 
students in each regional seminar make an assessment of the potential for 
internal conflict within a country in their respective regions.
